In response to the Office Action of November 8, 1999, please amend the 
above-identified application as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS; 
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Claim 1 . A synchronous compensator plant comprising at least one 
rotating electric machine including at least one winding, wherein the winding 
comprises a conductor and an insulation system surrounding the conductor 
including at least one semiconducting layer forming an equipotential surface 
around the conductor and a solid insulation layer. 


Claim 2. The plant as claimed in claim 1, wherein at least one of the layers 
and the solid insulation form a monolithic structure having substantially the same 
coefficient of thermal expansion. 

Claim 3. The plant as claimed in claim 1, wherein the winding comprises 
a high voltage cable. 
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
